We had similar conversa- 
tion with several others, who had not yet been 
united with the church, but who gave good evi- 
dence of a saving change of heart ; particular- 
ly with two Jadians and two white men, con- 
nected with Indian families. These four would 
readily be admitted into the church, where less 
caution was necessary, than in an infant church 
in a heathen land. One of these was a very 
old Indian woman who could not speak English, 
but could understand what was-said to her, and 
had to answer us by an interpreter. 
mented that she had not heard the word of God 
when young ; but said, that since she had heard 
it, she had tried to do good. Her knowledge 
of divine subjects was really surprising.—She 
was much affected during divine service. One, 
who had joined the church, said, that he had 
been made to see himself so vile a sinner, that 
when walking about in deep distress, he felt 
that he was not worthy to walk upon the earth. 
All, with whom we conversed, expressed a deep 
sense of their sinfulness and guilt, and of 
their need of a saviour.’ After relating here 
several particulars, respecting the female mem- 
ber of the school and of the church, mentioned 


She la-|/are.well satisfie#, as to the manner in which 





two Cherokee women ; one of them the wife of 
the man of whom the mission place was bought. 
She is perhaps as universally respected and be- 
loved, as any woman of the nation. She has 
been a constant attendant on the means of 
grace, since the commencement of this mission.” 

In a communication of a date a few days ear- 
lier, they say; ** The general state of the church 
has been prosperous; the new converts, for 
aught that appears, have walked steadfastly 
and uprightly in the ways oftruth ; and so far 
as we know, the church has favour with all 
the people.”—* Gur children have been more 
obedient, faithful, and industrious than could 
have been expected. We believe the natives

} Creator of all things ; and however diversified 
the colour of the different tribes of men, yet alt 
are descended from one pair ; that ail are by 
nature at emity with God, that all are under 
obligations to repeat of their sins, to love God, 
and to love one another, like brethren ; and 
that we must be made to attain this happy dis- 
position, or we can uever expect to be admit- 
ted inta the society of the pure and blessed af- 
ter death. ‘I'he chief warrior of the Munsces 
asked if negroes, white men, and indians, ail go 
tu one place after death, if they loved God and 
their fellow creatures, In reply, I gave him

that they came from that happy place, all of 
which | hoped that they would one day under- 
stand ; that on the present ocasion, E should in- 
sist on one only, which they might easily com- 
prehend—that of prophecies recorded in that 
holy book, which we know to have been accom 

plished long after their utterance. I spoke of 
the predictions relative te a happy peried, fast

On the 14th of July I arrived at Mr. Hyde’s, 
in the first village of jthe Buffalo Indians and 
repaired to the cabin of Captain Billy, one of 
the aged chiefs, and stated to him my wish to 
preach to his people, He thanked the Great 


agreed upon the following Sabbath for address- 
ing the Indians of this place, and Captain Billy 
promised to see them informed of the meeting. 
[ told him that inthe mean time, I was going tu 
‘Tonewanta. He. then said that he prayed thi 
Great Spirit to give me health and strength to 
visit 'onewanta, and to return to them in safe- 
ty. 
I reached the council-house in Tonewanta, 
Thursday noon the 4¢th of July, and coinmuni- 
cated to the chiefs the object of my visit. They 
thanked me for the netice taken of.them, aud 
said that they would inform me, the-next mor- 
ning, when it would be in these power fo give 
mea hearing. At the tinte appointed, tucy sta- 
ted that they were glad to see me there, and 
that they should be glad to have mé preach 
to them as soon as they could get through the 
business of the council; but as this was very 
abundant, they could not then set the day when 
they shuuld be ready to attend me. I was obli- 
ged to be with the Buffalo Indians on the follow- 
ing Sabbath, by an appointment, for a breach 
tof which, no trifling excuse would atone. 

[ regret exceedingly that I could not have 
had opportunity to preach the gospel to such a 
multitude of chiefs, and their people assembled 
from different villages. Ifany day could have 
been fixed for an audience, F would wiltifigly

gratified in having, for the first time, an oppor 
tunity to witness the mode of conducting an 
aboriginal council, ; 

The council-house is 50 feet long atid 20 
wide.

He pro- 
ceeded to make many other pertinent remarks 
ixpressive of his deep sense of his own unwor- 
‘hinesa and guilt, and of his firm reliance on 
the mercy of God in Christ, and concluded 
with a short prayer that Ged would prepare 
bim for his approaching end. 

He expired at a quarter past 7,.0n Satardiy 
morning, 21st of March, and was interred in 
the English batial-place, about six in the even- 
ing of the same day. He died at the house of 
Mr. Horner, the Wesieyan Missionary in 
in Bombay. 

Mr. Newell, referring to this painful event, 
says, *We allfeel that in his death we have 
lost a brother and a valuable fellow labourer in 
the kingdom of our Lord inthis heathen land. 
Though he is cut off in his very entrance on 
the field of labour, we trust he did not come 
hither in vain, He has left a fa: orable im- 
pression on the winds of all who kuew him, and 
his early death is calculated to awakew all of 
us whe remain, to greater diligence in our 
Master’s service.—Mrs. Donaldson is deeply 
afflicted, hut wanifests much Christian pati:
